After  a  long  stretch  of  rain  filled  days,  the  clouds  finally  parted  long  enough  to 
allow  the  138th  Commencement  ceremonies  to  take  place  outside  on  the  Quad. 
Thousands  of  friends,  family,  and  faculty  gathered  to  celebrate  the  graduations  of 
over  900  students  from  the  university.  WPI  awarded  64 1  Bachelor  of  Science  degrees, 
267  Master’s  degrees,  and  30  Doctorate  degrees. 

The  processional  of  degree  candidates  was  led  by  honorary  marshal  Jeanine  Plummer, 
associate  professor  of  Civil  and  Environmental  Engineering.  Students  processed 
over  WPI’s  famous  Earle  Footbridge  while  listening  to  the  bells  of  Alden  Memorial 
Hall  play  the  traditional  “Pomp  and  Circumstance.”  Students  were  congratulated 
by  select  members  of  the  faculty  as  they  made  their  way  to  the  Quad  for  the 
Commencement  festivities.  Following  the  processional,  the  ceremony  began  with 
members  of  the  Men’s  Glee  Club  and  Alden  Voices  performing  the  “Star  Spangled 
Banner,”  and  Rev.  Peter  J.  Scanlon  giving  the  invocation.  Senior  Kristopher  Carlson 
was  chosen  to  deliver  the  student  remarks  for  the  ceremony.  His  essay,  entitled 
“Engineering  the  Little  Things,”  reflected  on  the  times  shared  at  WPI  and  charged 
the  graduates  to,  as  engineers,  “look  after  £the^  little  things,  the  details  of  life. 
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WPI  presented  three  honorary  doctorates  to  honor  the  recipients’  extraordinary 
achievements  and  in  recognition  of  their  notable  efforts  to  address  important 
societal  issues  and  problems  through  the  application  of  science,  engineering, 
and  mathematics.  The  doctorates  were  awarded  to  Tjama  Tjivkua,  Rector  of 
the  Polytechnic  of  Namibia,  Marian  Heard,  President  and  CEO  of  Oxen  Hill 
Partners,  and  Curtis  R.  Carlson,  President  and  CEO  of  SRI  International. 
Carlson  was  also  selected  as  the  Commencement  speaker.  In  his  address,  “A 
World  of  Abundance,”  he  encouraged  the  graduates  to  “find  work  you  love, 
tackle  big  important  problems,  be  enthusiastic  and  optimistic,  keep  on 
learning...  surround  yourself  with  equally  passionate,  committed  colleagues, 
and  never  give  up.” 

Following  the  words  of  inspiration  given  by  each  of  the  speakers,  Provost 
Carol  Simpson  and  President  Berkey  presented  and  confirmed  the  candidates 
for  degrees.  Later,  Rear  Admiral  Jacob  L.  Shuford,  president  of  the  Naval  War 
College,  administered  the  Armed  Forces  Oath  of  Office  to  fifteen  members  of 
the  Class  of  2006  who  earlier  in  the  day  had  received  their  commissions  in  the 
U.S.  Air  Force,  Army,  Marines,  and  Navy. 

The  exercises  concluded  with  an  address  by  President  Berkey,  the  benediction, 
given  by  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  R.  McKibbens,  and  the  singing  of  the  school’s  Alma 
Mater.  The  newly  made  alums  celebrated  in  and  around  Reunion  Plaza  along 
with  friends  and  families,  who  were  present  to  give  their  congratulations  and 
share  in  the  festivities.  They  celebrated  their  achievements  by  taking  plenty 
of  pictures  and  enjoying  the  campus  for  one  last  time.  After  all  the  pictures 
were  taken,  the  graduates  said  their  goodbyes  to  the  many  friends  they  had 
come  to  call  family  here  at  WPI  for  the  past  four  years.  As  everyone  began  to 
depart  the  plaza  and  the  campus  itself,  the  graduates  knew  that  this  would  not 
be  the  last  time  that  they  visited  WPI.  In  just  a  few  short  months,  many 
would  reunite  on  Homecoming  Weekend,  however  this  time,  they  returned  as 
WPI  alumni.

After  a  tremendously  successful  premiere  in  the 
Little  Theatre,  in  C-Term  Masque  went  on  to 
produce  a  Shakespearian  favorite,  Much  Ado  About 
Nothing  directed  by  senior  Kelly  Driscoll  and 
produced  by  senior  Sean  Cassidy  and  junior  Jamo 
Hanlan.  Additionally,  during  that  term  preparations 
for  New  Voices  24  began.  Over  fifty  plays  and  six 
scenic  designs  were  submitted  to  the  dramaturg 
staff.  By  the  end  of  the  term,  fourteen  plays  and  a 
scenic  design  had  been  selected  by  the  six 
dramaturgs  to  be  produced  in  the  twenty-fourth 
New  Voices  at  WPI. 

The  new  space  the  Little  Theatre  brought  to  WPI 
created  a  place  very  distinctly  suitable  for  stage 
productions,  but  with  seating  at  a  premium.  During 
the  four  day  run  of  New  Voices  in  April,  the  line  to 
get  in  the  theatre  stretched  out  the  door  at  least  an 
hour  prior  to  the  start  of  the  show.  The  festival 
itself  was  wildly  successful  with  a  generous  mix  of 
both  dramatic  and  comedic  genres,  as  well  as  some 
oddities  inbetween. 

The  Little  Theatre  has  proven  its  worth  in  gold  and 
the  WPI  theatre  community  looks  forward  to  the 
productions  planned  for  the  future  in  the  little  black¬ 
box  space.

In  C-Term  2005,  twenty  students  traveled  to  Hong 
Kong,  PRC  to  complete  their  IQPs  with  advisors 
Ronald  Biederman  and  R.  Creighton  Peet.  The 
students  lived  in  a  typical  middle  class  Hong  Kong 
neighborhood.  Projects  were  sponsored  by  either 
Caritas  or  Civic  Exchange.  Caritas,  a  Catholic 
charity  which  provides  social,  health,  and 
educational  services  with  a  world  wide  network  of 
sites,  has  been  sponsoring  IQPs  since  1990. 
Alternatively,  Civic  Exchange  provided  projects 
involving  environmental  issues  such  as  energy 
policies  and  promoting  democracy  in  the  region. 
Project  topics  included  improving  transportation  for 
the  elderly  and  disabled,  finding  ways  to  improve  a 
clean  water  supply  in  South  China,  enriching  third 
age  education,  educating  Hong  Kong’s  youth,  and 
improving  opportunities  for  ethnic  minorities. 
Students  also  had  the  opportunity  to  use  the  facilities 
at  the  Hong  Kong  Polytechnic  Institute  and  the 
possibility  of  having  HKPU  students  assist  them 
w  ith  their  projects.

In  March  of  2005,  twenty-seven  students  traveled 
to  the  sub-Saharan  African  country  of  Namibia. 
While  staying  at  the  Polytechnic  of  Namibia,  located 
in  the  capital  city  of  Windhoek,  the  students  worked 
on  a  variety  of  projects  which  incorporated  social 
sciences  and  engineering.  Working  in  groups  of  three 
or  four,  the  students  were  advised  by  professors 
Bland  Addison  and  Stephen  Weininger.  These 
projects  ranged  from  assessing  the  water  metering 
systems  of  the  informal  settlements  of  Windhoek, 
to  preserving  a  cultural  history,  to  evaluating  the 
economical  feasibility  of  aquaculture  in  Namibia. 
In  their  free  time,  the  students  traveled  to  a  variety 
of  locations  and  participated  in  a  number  of 
activities.  The  students  visited  the  Skeleton  Coast 
where  they  encountered  the  salt  flats  and  ship 
wrecks,  Swakopmond  where  they  joined  in  skydiving 
and  sand-boarding,  and  of  course  Etosha  where  they 
observed  the  exotic  African  animals.  In  the  city,  the 
students  enjoyed  the  local  restaurants,  bars,  and 
dance  clubs.  Some  of  the  favorites  included  Luigi 
and  the  Fish,  Chez  Ntemba,  and  the  Cardboard  Box. 
Although  the  students  only  stayed  in  the  country 
for  seven  weeks,  the  memory  of  their  stay  will  last 
a  lifetime.
